As Congressman representing the Seventh District of Ken- 
tucky for the past ten years, it has been both my privilege and 
my duty as a member of the House Education and Labor Com- 
mittee, to becoma intimately acquainted with the problems faced 
by our Educational program and the economic problems in the 
Labor-Management field 

Since 1949 1 have recognized the serious difficulties faced by 
our Public School system and have made repeated efforts to 
obtain Federal Aid to Education The last Federal Aid for School 
Construction measure lost by only five votes. 

1 introduced bills in the past Congress to provide a Federal 
Scholarship program and a Student Loan program These were 
among the bills that were, combined into the National Defense 
Educational Act of 1958, which provides for a federal-state pro- 
gram of loans to students in accredited colleges This Act also 
provides for federal aid for science equipment in our local

Attorney Throws Wet Towel 
On Low-Cost Sewer System 

Hazard stands to lost* the $206,000 Federal 
grant on the sewage treatment plant if the city 
does not “go ahead and build it,” William A. 
Lam kin Jr. an attorney for the Kentucky Water 
Pollution Control Commission, said hare yester- 
day

Larnkin 
replied in response to a question He noted that 



tha past session of Congress demonstrated that 
congressional sympathy for federal aid for 
sewer plants is diminishing 

Questioned about whether the cost of the 
local plant was in line. Larnkin replied: 

“If there was any known cheaper way’’ to 
construct the plant, “we (commission) would 
have told you about it.” 

He said the city “has chosen the most 
economical method for financing this system, 
and it is doubtful if the city can ever in the 
future build it as cheaply as they can now.” 
He cited rising costs in construction as a reason 
for building now 

Of the sewer plant now under considera- 
tion by the City, Larnkin that it is designed for 
the City’s present and future needs, and is the 
“only possible solution for treating sewage 
here in Hazard ” 

The State official threw a wet towel on the 
“cavitator” systems, noting that “State export- 
wice is that they won’t work ” (The cavitator 
sewer plant is a low cost plant.) 

Larnkin noted that since 1950 when the 
water pollution law was passed the commis- 
ion’s work has been concentrated on the larger 
cities, but that the commission is now turning 
it’s attention to the problems of smaller cities 
and towns 

Questioned whiJher the city can be forced 
to construct a sewer plant Larnkin replied that 
the State government can proceed against a 
community, won into the courts, to prevent a 
city from dumping sewage into the river He 
added that complaints have been filed against 
three Northern Kentucky cities by the commi* 
sion

A Statement From George Feltner

This letter is an attempt to explain my posi- 
tion in the forthcoming election. Several issues 
viUlly important to the residents of Hazard are 
to be decided on November 4th by the voters 
One of the more important problems is the pro- 
posed bond issue Prior to a discussion of this, 
let me first emphatically state that no person 
in Hazard recognizes the dire need that our 
town has for a sewage treatment plant any more 
than I do We need one; we must have one 
But no resident of Hazard can afford to vote 
for the proposal that will be submitted on Nov 
4th 

First of all, let me explain that the records 
will show that I voted for this proposal to be 
submitted But please understand that was not 
a vote for the proposition as drawn up by our 
city manager, but was merely a vote favoring 
this proposition being submitted for a vote and 
a decision by all of the voters of Hazard A 
decision of this magnitude should not only ac- 
cording to law, but as a moral right, be placed 
in the funds of the voters themselves. It is my 
firm and sincere belief that after due consulta- 
tion with various and sundry people, that we 
can have a disposal plant without subjecting 
us to unlimited taxation. Every voter must bear 
in mind that regardless of what the city of 
ficials tell you will probably be the rate of 
taxation, that the proposal itself says "unlimit- 
ed taxation." and further it sets forh that it is 
mandatory under the Kentucky Constitution to 
provide for the levying of a special and separ- 
ate annual tax upon all property subject to 
taxation 

I am sure that all of us would like to be 
lieve the city manager when he says that in 
spite of the unlimited taxation powers that it 
would be kept to a minimum We still must 
remember that several months ago. the dty 
manager explained an ordinance which was 
subsequently passed (over my vote) that the 
neiw ordinance merely would raise the assess- 
ment and not the taxes Yet everyone who has 
received their new tax notice is aware that in 
spite of his glib story, the taxes were raised 
a flat twenty per cent on every property own- 
er Perhaps the city officials, and the clique 
that they adhere to, own property outside the 
city limits which they are interested in selling 
because it appears that they are trying to drive 
the residents outside the corporation by taxing 
them *• much that it forces a move out of the 
city limits 

Omi town pays more taxes than any other 
towa of comparable size, and receives less in 



benefits and service*. We pay a special auto- 
mobile tax (in addition to the regular property 
tax for ownership of an automobile). We pay 
to have our garbage picked up and we are pres- 
ently paying a tax of twenty per cent of our 
water bill for sewer service, which is bqyond 
doubt the poorest in the state All of this in 
addition to paying a very high tax for owner 
ship of property located within city limits 

1 think it is within the common knowledge 
of every citizen in Hazard, that our officials 
for years have been controlled by a small, pow- 
er crazy group In this forthcoming election, it 
is my personal opinion that in spite of state- 
ments rendered by various candidates, that we 
have only two men that are not controlled by 
the same group and who are independent and 
progressive in their thinking. Only two men 
who want to see Hazard grow for the benefit 
of all the people and not just for the monetary 
enrichment of a limited few. These two men 
over the years have proven themslves to be 
solid, substantial, and upright citizens. To erase 
any doubt from anyone’s mind as to whom 1 
mean, these men are Don Fouts and Robert Ken 
Torry. 

As God is my witness, and most people 
know, I have tried to do the best to the utmost 
limits of my ability to make a good City Com 
missioner Not for a few people, but for all the 
people.
